Q T y Bakers began Monday the nianu- 
i actu re of the new Victory loaf, a 
war bread containing a 5 per cent 
substitute for wheat flour, prescrib­ 
ed by the Food Administration as a 
part of its 1918 food conservation 
* program. 
At the same 
time gro­ 
cers will sell to householders wheat 
flour only when the purchaser buys 
an equal amount of some other ce­ 
real. 
The percentage of substitute flours 
used by baking establishments will 
be increased gradually until a 20 per 
cent substitution is reached on Feb. 
2 4. 
As substitutes the bakers may 
use either some other cereal or flours 
made from potatoes or beans. 
Hotels, restaurants and other pub­ 
lic eating places will be required to 
observe lite regulations laid down for 
baking establishments. 
To force wheat conservation both 
wholesalers and retailers will be re­ 
quired to limit their purchases of 
wheat flour to 70 per cent of last 
year’s supplies. 
The remaining 30 
per cent will be taken from the mills 
by the Food Administration for the 
purpose of creating an export sur­ 
plus and building up a reserve store 
to fill emergency needs. 
Other features of the new conser­ 
vation program announced in Presi­ 
dent Wilson’s proclamation, are two 
wheatless days— Monday and Wed­ 
nesday; one uieatless day —Tuesday; 
two porkless days— Tuesday and Sat­ 
urday, and a IO per cent voluntary 
reduction in the household sugar ra­ 
tion.

Is concerned. The food administration 
hD^i no potver to regulate retail prices 
except by public opinion. Even though 
more tiian 
tons of .sugar have 
been .shipped lo France in the last 
four months the retail grocer’s sugar 
prict* is around 8 to 8^i cent.s. 
He 
should .sell this sugar ut 8Vi to 9 
cents, the fo(u1 adniini.siration belleve.s. 
and H'«Us tile .\nierican housewife to 
pay no more limn tins amount. 
Last .Vngust when the food udmln- 
i«t rn ti on was organized the price of 
augur rose suddenly to l l cents a 
pound. 
During the Civil War sugar 
cost the consumer :ir> cents a pound, 
by regulution of Hie sugar nmrket and 
reducing the prl<e to 8V4 and 0 cents 
and keeping it from advancing to 20 
i«uts the food administration ha* sav- 
•d the American pulilic at least |180,* 
tHtO,000 in four mon (tis, acc4)Pdlng to 
a atatement made by Herbert Hoover 
the other day. 
“It ta our siern duty lo feed the at* 
ilea, to muintnin their health and 
strength at any <roat to ourselves,'* 
Mr. Hoover declared. 
“There has not 
»»een, nor will be as we see It, enough 
sugar for even their present meagre 
and depressing ration unleaa they sand 
ships to remote markets for it. If we 
in our gree<l .and gluttony force ti.em 
Hther to further reduce their ration 
or to send these ships we will have 
done damage to one ahllirie* to win 
Ibis war. 
'Mf we send the ships to Java 
250,000 tons of sugar next year 
we will have necessitated the em­ 
ployment of eleven extra ahipa for 
one year. These ships—if used in 
transporting troops—would taka 
150,000 to 200,000 men to France." 


Reason for World Ohortage. 
A.s Mr. Hoover pointed out, the 
Ciiited States, Canada and England 
were sugar importing (‘ountrles before 
the war, while France and Italy were 
very nearly self supporting. The main 
•sources of the world’* sugar supply 
w'as Germany and neighboring powers, 
the West Indies and the Bast Indies. 
German sugar I* no longer available, 
a* It I* used entirely In Germany, 
which also absorbs sugar of surround­ 
ing countries 
England can no longer buy 1,400,000 
long tons of sugar eaeh year from 
Genuauy. 
The French sugar protliic- 
flon has dropped from 750,000 to 210,- 
000 tons. 
The Italian production has 
fallen from 210,0(M) tons to 75,OIH) tons. 
Thus three count rie.s were thrown 
upon Fast ami West Indian sotirces 
for 1,925,000 tons anmmll.v to iiiairitain 
their normal con.sumptlon. 
Because of the world's sUliiplng 
shortage 
the allied nations started 
drawing on Ihe West Indies for sugar; 
East Indian sugar rook three limes 
the number of ships, since the dis- 
lance was three tim es us great. 
Sud­ 
denly the w» 
was called on to fur­ 
nish and did furnish 1,420,000 tons of 
sugar to Euroi»e when 800,000 ton.* a 
year was the pre-war demand. 
M'he 
Milles had draw'n from .lava 400,(KK) 
tons before the shipping sit na Hon be­ 
came acute. 
“In spite of these .M.iipmeid.s.’’ Mr. 
Hoover stated the other day. “the 
Knglish government in .August reduced 
Hie hou.<«ehol(l s«igar ration to a basis 
of 21 pounds j»er Miinum per cHt>ita. 
•\nd ill S ep tem b er I lie Frefo-h govern­ 
ment reduc<*d tlndr household nilion 
to 13 2-10 pound* a year, or a hit over 
1 pound of sugar a month. 
Even this 
meagre ration could mc he filled by 
the French government it was found 
early in the fall. 
.4rnerlca was then 
asked for KXI,OOO tons of sugar and 
succeeded In sending 85.000 t<uis by 
December I. I'he French recpiest was 
granted hecaugc the .American house­ 
hold consumption wa.s then at least 55 
pounds per person, and It wa* consid­ 
ered the duty of maintaining the 
French morale made our course ch ar." 
Today the sugar situation may 
bt summarised by stating that if 
America will reduce its sugar con­ 
sumption IO to 15 per cont. this 
nation will be able to send 200,000 
more eeldiere to France. 
Sugar today sell* at seaboard re- 
tiuerles at $7.‘2ri a htiudred I'ounds. 
The wholesale gro<*er ha* agreed to 
limit his profit t«» 25 <ents a hundred 
pius freight, and the retail grocer la 


Hoover •'lid, "an examination wae 
made of the costs and profits of refln* 
Ing and it was finally determined that 
the spread between the cost of raw 
aud the sale of refined cane sugar 
should be limited to $1.80 per hundred 
(tounds. The pre-wnr differential had 
averaged about 85 cents and increased 
costs were found to have been impos­ 
ed by the war In increased cost of re­ 
fining, losses, cost of bags, labor, insur­ 
ance, interest and other things, rather 
more than cover tho difference. After 
prolonged negotiations the refiners 
were placed under agreement estab­ 
lishing these limits on October I, and 
anything over this amount to be bgreed 
extortionate under the law. 
"In the course of these investiga­ 
tions It was found by canvass of the 
Cuban producers that their sugar had, 
during the first nine months of the 
past year, sold for an average of about 
.$4.24 per hundred f. o. h. Cuba, to 
w'hlch duty and freight added to the 
refiners’ cost amount to about $5.66 
per hundred. 
M’lie average sale price 
of granulated by vtirious refineries, ac­ 
cording to our Investigation, was about 
$7.50 per hundred, or a differential of 
$1.84. 
"In reducing the differential to S1..80 
there was a saving to the public of 54 
cents per hundred. 
Had such a dif­ 
ferential been in use from the 1st of 
January, 1917, the ptihlic would liave 
saved In the first nine months of the 
year a hour 821,800,000." 
Next Y»ar. 
With a view lo rn* <o efficifmi oignt»- 
izution of the Imdc in imported sugars 
next year two committees have been 
formed by the food administration : 
1, A committee eomprlslng repre­ 
sentatives of all of the elements of 
American cane refining groups. 
The 
principal duty of this couiiniiree is to 
divide the sugar Imports pro rata to 
their various capacities and soc that 
absolute Justice is done to every re­ 
finer. 
2. A committee comprising three rep­ 
resentative* of the Engltsh, French 
aud Italian government*; two repre- 
ttentatlve* of the American refiner*, 
with • member of the food «dmliit*tra- 
tion. Only two of the committee have 
arrived from Europe, but they repre­ 
sent the allied government*. The du­ 
ties of this committee are to determine 
the most eooiifuoical source* from a 
trHusj'ort point of view of all the el- 
lle.x to arrange irausport at uniform 
rates, to distribute the foreign sugar 
between Hie United States and aiiie*. 
sfihject to the approval of the Ameri­ 
can. Knglisli. French and Italian fov- 
crttincnis.

For whfttever ITnngary is will­ 
ing to send into tho German speaking 
regions outrageous prices are charged, 
and the snbject has been discussed 
with painful frankness In the legisla­ 
tive bodies of both states. 
It was said that recently lard from 
H ungary had been sold in Austria at 
nearly eight times the price it would 
have cost In Hungary. The same gen­ 
eral situation prevails as to many oth­ 
er H ungarian food supplies. 
The Hungarians complain with equal 
rancor tliat they are charged excessive 
prices for all m anufactured articles 
produced in Austria. 
The two gov­ 
ernm ents have been trying to agree 
upon a general policy of leveling down 
the prices of both. B ut at this point 
they are confronted by the same diffi­ 
culty which has been so many times 
experienced in G erm any; no system of 
price control will stretch inadequate 
supplies to the point of adequacy.

entire crop of sugar beets, the faetories 
will convert them into sugar, and this 
will be turned over to the government 
al a flxtKl price for distribution. The 
price demanded of the public will not 
be Increased. 
Although Denmark Is, in proportion 
to area and population, one of the 
greatest agricultural pro<VicIng and 
exporting countries in the world, It is 
now confronted with shortage of al­ 
most everything. 
The country’s but­ 
ter i»roduction has decreased ainrralng- 
ly, and there Is a demand for ration­ 
ing. 
The government is undertaking 
to subsidize the production of butter 
Hi) as to reduce prices; th at is, to ap­ 
ply to butter practically the same rule 
that was applied to bread In England. 
The English government is subsidizing 
bread to the extent of about $40,000,- 
000 a year, thus making it possible to 
sell the English loaf of w ar bread for 
four and one-half cents. 
In N o rw ^ the government and the 
local food authorities are working to 
perfect a rationing system in time to 
save the country from disaster this 
winter. 
At Christiania a big scheme 
for storing reserves of food has been 
worked out and some 25 warehouses in 
various parts of the city are being 
stocked. Under a law passed last May 
the government has estublslied a mo­ 
nopoly of the Import of wheat, barley, 
oats, rye, beans, peas end lentils and 
other grains and meal used for human 
food except rice and potatoes.

In the care and use of the cream 
separator Hie necessity of thoroughly 
cleaning and scalding it every time it 
Is used cannot be too greatly empha­ 
sized. 
Cream from an unclean separator 
has very poor keeping qualities, soon 
develops a decided “off flavor” and be­ 
comes second grade. 
Cream of this 
kind brings financial loss to the pnr< 
chaser whether he Is selling on a 
quality 
basis or not. 
Poor cream 
m akes poor butter and poor butter 
returns a low price to the producer, 
w hether the cream ery is co-operative 
or otherwise. 
The financial loss caused by unclean 
separators is frequently not fully ap­ 
preciated because it Is Indirect; it is, 
however, none the less real. Good busl'< 
ness management of the dairy theres 
fore demands that the following rules 
be observed in using a separator: 
1. Put tho separator in a bright dairy 
room Hiiit fan be ea.slly cleaned and 
Hint is always free from odors of all 
kinds. 
2. Set the m achine perfectly level 
an«l bolt it to a solid foundation, pref- 
f‘ral)ly concrete. 
3. Oil thoroughly each time It is 
used. 
4. Be sure that the parts rn - proper­ 
ly assembled, then sta rt the machine 
gentiy slowl.v. 
5. M aintain tho proper speed and 
keep an even pres.sure on the handle 
at all times. 
0. When separation is completed, 
flush the bowl with a quart of skim 
milk or warm water. 
7. Having set the cream Into cold 
w ater and disposed of the skim milk, 
take the bowl apart^ and rinse with. 
hike-warm water. 
8. Using hot water, washing powder, 
and brushes, scrub all parts that come 
into contact with the milk. 
9. Rinse with hot water, then place 
In boiling water for a few m inutes and 
hang up to dry. 
10. Wipe frame of separator and 
d ea n the room.

Flem ish giant is a Belgian hare bred 
exclusively for large size, but with 
the result that the meat is coarser 
and less delicate in flavor.

largely a m atter of Individual taste. 
Most people would prefer the white, 
flner-grained flesh of the original Bel­ 
gian hare. 
It should be rem arked, 
however, that much of the excellence 
of the rabbit as food depends upon 
its cooking.
